Baker*  In  London. 

There  are  14, 000  bakers  in  London,  of 
whom  5,000  are  foreigners,  mostly  Ger¬ 
mans.  Foremen  bakers  get  from  five 
dollars  to  eight  dollars  a  week,  second 
hands  from  four  dollars  to  five  dollars  a 
week,  third,  hands  from  two  dollars  to 
three  dollars  a  we  -k.  The  hours  of  labor 
range  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hours  a  day 
and  on  Saturdays  from  twenty  to  twen¬ 
ty-three  hours.  Most  of  the  small  baker* 
act  as  their  own  foremen. 

The-  majority  of  the  bakehouses  are  ” 
miserable  underground  cellars,  overrun 
with  rooches,  mice  and  other  vermin. 
The  cellars  are  so  ill  ventilated  and  so 
unhealthy  that  the  liakere  are  subject  to 
a  nmnber  of  special  diseases,  all  of 
which  may  lie  comwnnicated  to  the  con- 
s nmere  of  the  bread  they  make,  for  they 
are  mostly  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  the 
bakers  in  these  dens,  as  a  rule,  work 
■tark  naked  from  their  waists  np,  and 
there  is  generally  no  accommodation  of 
any  kind  for  washing  except  in  the 
kneading  tabs.— New  York  Recorder.

pupil  of  Chiron.  The  glorv  of  gEscu- 
lapius'  name  is  not  dimmed  jih  it  lias 
come  down  to  us  through  the  ages. 
While  his  trentjnetit  of  the  sick  was 
heroic,  as  was  natural  in  an  heroic  age, 
he  did  not  ignore  the  virtne  of  metaphys¬ 
ical  treatment.  To  those  who’  suffered 
from  violent  passions  he  recommended 
the  perusal  of  works  of  poetry,  the  study 
of  hymns  and  songs  and  an  attendance 
on  light  comedy. 

*  It  has  often  been  said  of  physician* 
that  they  have  two  kinds  of  medicine- 
one  with  which  to  cure  the  patient,  the 
other  to  lie  used  when  it  is  desirable  that 
the  enre  shall  not  lie  effected  too  quick¬ 
ly.  __  -/Esculapins  had  two  kinds,  which 
he  received  from  Pallas  Athene,  the 
guldens  .of  wisdom.

Treatment  of  Far*  Mnl*«. 

A  hairy  mole  which  is  still  gmwTng 
should  be  removed  at  once,  even  the 
risk  of  some  injury  to  the  skin.  It  is 
nose  probably  no  more  than  a  plexus  of 
capillary  vessels,  with  only  a  small  sup¬ 
ply  of  connective  tissue.  There  is  also  a 
likelihood  that  it  has  not  yet  involved 
the  skin.  If  this  be  its  condition,  the 
skin  over  the  tumor  may  l>e  reflected  in 
•flaps,  and  the  tninot  itself  strangulated 
with  ligature  in  one  of  the  nanal  ways. 
The  flaps  should  then  be  replaced,  and 
tbe  result  will  be  a  minimum  -of  rieatri* 
and  deformity. 

Bnt  if  the  nmvns  la*  allowed  to  grow, 
it  will  become  a  large,  highly  vascular, 
erectile  tnmor,  probably  invading  and 
involving  Ihe  skin,  liahl**  to  profuse 
hemorrhage  if  injure*!;  yet  still  qnlte 
amenable  to  treatment,  though  of  a  less 
simple  kind.  The  modes  of  treating 
nssvi  are  numerous,  and  are  continually 
mcrrtxsing.—  Herald  of  Health.
